Hedgepeth, the Glendale train 
robber, made an attempt to escape from jail 
this morning, aided by accomplices, and but 
for a fatal mistake made by him andthe 
Vigtlance of Jail Guards James Hannan and 
Dennis Daly he would have succeeded in 
regaining his liberty, The attempt was 
made about so'’clock. Hedgepeth had got- 
ten out of his cell and was just about to pass 

a window leading from the 
**bull ring or outer corridor of the jail, 
when he was caught by the guards. The 
window opens onto the jail yard on the west 
side and two ofthe iron bars on the outside 
of the window had been pried apart wide 


‘enough to allow a man’s body to pass 


through. Heagepeth’s mistake was that he 
hed failed to go to the right 
window at frst, but instead opened 
another window. The windows de-

ing heavily barred on the outside are 
not fastened on the inside. Hedgepeth had 
just thrown up che right window when the 
is came upon him. But for the delay 
pned by his going to the wrong window 
ould have passed through the window 
fore the guards could get to him. 

“Hedgepeth had at least two accomplices on 
the outside, and it is thought that some 
one on the Mside rendered assistance. 
A searching investigation is being 
made to discover, if possible, who, if any- 
one, aidea Hedgepeth on the inside, while 
the Police Department is vigorously at work 
to discover what influences aided him on the 
outside. A twelve-foot brick wall incloses 
the jail yard upon which the window through 
which Hedgepeth came nearly escaping 
jooks out. A gate opens from the 
yara onto Twelfth street. This 
gate was left unlocked last night. 
The window, the bars of which were pried 
open, is the th window from the north on 
the west side of the jail. The window Is over 
a knoll in the jailyard, which is about ten 
feet high. The knoll is surrounded by a stone 
wall. The window is six feet above the knoll 
and where thé bars are pried is about two 
feet higher. Asugar hogshead was brought 

into the yard and placed upon the knoll, 

USED A JACK SCREW. 

The parties who pried the bars stood upon 
the hogshead: A jack screw was evidently 
used to pry the bars, for they are not twisted 
but shoved epart, as though the pressure 
had come from directly between them.

© space between the bars was 18 inches, 
and would have been ample for Hedgepeth 
to have passed through, for he is of slight 
build. He at first denied that 
he bad any accomplice.s He said 
that his cell doorwas not lockea 
last night and discovering this that he re- 
solved to try to escape. He said that he 
took a stick, and, attaching it with a piece 
of string to the knob of his cell door, twisted 
the knob with the stick until it was firm, 
and when the night guards tried the knop it 
refusedtoturn and they thoughtthat the 
door was locked. 

For some time after Hedgepeth was 
placed in jail he was constantly guarded, 
owing to his well-known desperate 
character. He, however, has demeaned 
himselr so well that much liberty has been 
allowed him, as far as not being kept 
closely confined in his cell is concerned, and 
he has been allowed to see his wife fre- 
quentiy and converse with her for long 
periods ata time. One theory is that he in- 
structed her to have the preparations on 
the outside and another is that 
he made friends with prisoners in the jail 
whohave been released on bond and who 

ded him. He admitted to Jailer Kraemer 
this morning that be had friends on the out- 
side who pried the bars for him. His hands 
are pretty badly burned by coming in con- 
tact with a stesm radiator which was 

the bull ring under the window. 
He had to catch hold of thei radiator and 
climb upon it to reach the window. 

Jaller Kraemer said that the gate leading 
to the jail yard is not kept locked at night, 
but is barred. The keeping of the yard se- 
cure from access has not been regarded im- 
portant, Owing to the fact that prisoners 
ave no access tothe yard, and also because 
of the fact that the jail has been considered so 
secure. Mr. Kraemer said that the ash hau!l- 
ers sometimes went off and left the gate 
open. Theash men, hesaid, gained access 
through the police stable, which is on the 
Four Courts premises. They would go 
through the stable and open the gate from 
the inside. The yard can also be reached 
from theengine-room, or through the police 
quarters inthe maineFour Courts building 
by passing out onto the roofof the engine- 
room and dropping down onto the knoll on 
which the hogshead was found.

They can 
not be seen, but the person who answered 
the bell said they might have lawyers within 
a few days who might speak ior them.

Latest Advices From Hawali Per the 
Steamer Australia. 


OCCURRENCES OF INTEREST UP TO HER 
SAILING ON DEC, 9. 


Some Diplomatic Communications Pass 
Between the Provisional Government 
and Minister WMlis—President Dole 
Demands to Know What the Inten- 
tions of the United States Towards 
Hawaii Are—Willis’ Rather Evasive 
Rep'y—Other Hawatian Aftairs. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 16.—The steamer 
Australia has just arrived from Honolulu. 
She brings the following dispatch, taken on 
board the day she sailed, Dec. 9: 

HONOLULU, Hawatlian Islands, Dec. 9.— 
Although the situation has not materially 
changed gn the three days since the sailing 
of the Oceanic, several matters of more or 
less importance have transpired and the 
latest diplomatic communications between 
Minister Willis ana the Provisional Govern- 
ment have been secured by your correspond- 
ent. 

On Nov. 29 President Dole addressed a note 
to Minister Willis in which it was stated that 
the Provisional Government had received 
notice from Minister Thurston of Secretary 
Gresham’s letter. The Provisional Govern- 
ment wished to inquire, first, if it was cor- 
rect, and if so, intimated that it was due 
them to be informed what were the inten- 
tions of the United States in relation to the 
recommendations of the Secretary of State. 

On Dec. 2a reply was received by President 
Dole, in which Minister Willis stated in sub- 
stance that he considered the letter of Secre- 
tary Gresham a domestic matter with which 
he (Willis) had nothing to do. 
It was his opinion, however, 
that President Cleveland would decide to 
furnish definite information and instruetions 
as soon ashe had received certain advices 
which had already been transmitted to him, 
It was Minister Willis’ opinion that Presi- 
dent Cleveland would be able to cometoa 
conclusion because he was anxious to have 
the Hawalian trouble speedily settled. 

A previous note had also been received 
from Minister Willis, n which itis under- 
stood he acquiesced in the notice served up- 
on him that no troops should be landed from 
the United States man-of-war without the 
writen consert of the J’rovisional Govern- 
ment. 

On Dec. 7 the Executive and Advisory Coun- 
eus of the Government met to consider the 
question of investigating the conduct and 
loyalty of a number of employes, known 
to be Royalists or Royalist sympathiz- 
ers. The matter has been discussed in the 
Cabinet, but no conclusion had been reached, 
and Minister Damon suggested that the ad- 
vice of the Advisory Council be asked. The 
matter was taken up in open session before a 
large number of visitors and resulted in the 
passage ot the following resolutions with but 
one dissenting voice: 

„Resolved, That itis the opinion of this 
Advisory Councilthatthe Executive should 
proceed upon an investigation as to the 
loyalty of all employes of this Government 
and the support given by them to it. 

**Resolved, That in the determination of 
the loyalty of the employes of the Govern- 
ment, the standing shall include active sup- 
port of this Government and its purposes in 
the past. The grounds upon which the Ad- 
visory Council bases the neces- 


sity for their action are briefly summa- 
rized from Mr. F. M. Hatch’s speech 
in their support as follows: ‘Weare inan 
anomalous condition. Through the existing 
and only Government We have been discred- 
ited in the eyes of the world by the utter- 
ances of Secretary Gresham. We now have 
our work to do over again. We must 
now settle the question of restoration 
ourselves. The lady across the way still 
claims to be Queen andappealsto a foreign 
power, the United States, to reinsiate her, 
As long as this state continues we are in the 
midst of a conflict and must Keepin the em- 
ploy of the Government only those whose 
loyalty is unquestioned. Tuis is not a ques- 
tion of civil service or anything of the 
kind. A deeper and more fundamental ques- 
tion is involved. We can have no traitors 
in our midst. We may at any moment have 
to call upon our followers to support usat 
the risk of their lives. Nothing could be 
more demoralizing than the suspicion that 
when approaching the rendezvous (the Ex- 
ecutive building) n a moment of dan- 
ger, treachery might be found 
there. One or two traltors could do 
Immense damage under suck circumstances 
Mr. Hatch illustrated the necessity of action 
by citing alleged attempts of the Royalists 
lately tocause desertions from the ranks of 
the firemen in the pay of the Government to 
make that force insufficient in case 
incendiary fires should be started 
during an attack upon the Provisional Gov- 
ernment by the Royalists. Minister Damon 
disapproved of action in the matter at the 
present time, basing his argument upon the 
clause in the proclamation of last January, 
requiring only the oath of office from those 
retained in office by the Provisional Govern- 
ment. 

The same evening a rumor was started that 
Minister Damon had resigned, or had told 
two royal office-holders that he would resign 
before he would consentto their dismissal. 
In dn interview with your representative 
Minister Damon said he had no intention of 
resigning. 

Fou can state positively thereis no dis- 
sension in the Cabinet, he said. There 
was merely a difference of opinion onthe 
matter of policy. That is settled and it nec- 
essary removais will be made in my depart- 
ment as elsewhere. I retused positively to 
resign when asked to Go so by two persons. 

The investigation into the alleged miscon- 
duct of F. W. Wandenberg, one of the chief 
witnesses cited by Secretary Gresham from 
Biount's report, Das deen concluded.

Members of the Advisory Council empha- 
size the fact that the policy of resistance 
now being followed by this Government was 
determined upon twenty-four hours before 
the news of President Claveland's attitude 
reached Honolulu. The ranks of the Ameri- 
can League are growing daily. At the pres- 
entit is estimated that the Government can 
command 2,500 armed men in case of need. 

The following resolutions were adopted at 
a meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
Annexation Club held last Saturday evening: 

„Resolved, That the club denounces any 
and all propositions locking to a political 
compromise whicn shall have fora sequence 
the temporary or permanent restoration of 
the Hawaiian throne, and that it pledges its 
moral and physical resistance to all meas- 
ures or men that may be enlisted in such 
behalf.’’

RIGHT OF WAY. 


Important Decision Affecting Railway 
Privileges at Track Crossings. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 16.—Judge Bur- 
gess filed an important opinion this morning 
in Division No. 2 of the Supreme Court Ip the 
case of the Kansas City Suburban Belt Rall- 
road Co. against the Kansas City, St. Louis & 
Chicago Rallroad and the Chicago & Aiton 
road. 

Thisis an action on the part ofthe Delt 
road against the other roads to condemn a 
right of way for its double track across the 
lands and tracks of the other roads, the lat- 
ter holding that a grade crossing, the one 
used, would be dangerous and materially 


interfere with the use of defendant’s prop- 
erty. Thecourt holds that the two railroads 
can use their tracks subject to the power of 
the State to authorize the construction of 
other railroads across their tracks when- 
ever the pubiic welfare may re 
quire. One road has no right conferred 
upon it to acquire the exclusive use 
to cross the right of way of another, but it 
has the powertocross the right of way, and 
the compensation for damages to de fixed by 
commissioners. The mode of crossings is a 
proper subject for three disinterested com- 
missioners to pass upon and an adjustment 
of damages may be referred toa jury.

There are six of these 
buildings whieh, together with several es- 
ment ware- houses, a number of tents, 
smaller buildings and shanties, constitute 
what is known asthe Heman Camp. 
It is located on the Water-works pro 
east of the settling basins, and t ough 
setting some distance back fronts on the 
river. Running alongthe west sideof the 
basin is the Columbia ttom road. 

The six large houses first mentioned are 
used as follows: The first is called the office 
and store room building. It contains 
a large store room with shelves 
supplied with everything in the 
way of clothes, boots, shoes, hats, caps, 
blankets food and a general assortment of 
merchandise which ig necessary to supply 
the wants of the camp. Adjoining the store 
room is the office and next to this on one 
side a bed-room for the book-Keeper and two 
clerks. Adjoining these two apartments is 
the dining-room ofthe officers and next to 
that one for the foremen. 

At the rome end of this building is a 
room confining eleven dedsteads which are 
used by t foremen. The second building 
contains the main dining-room forthe men, 
the kitchen and a bed-room for the cook and 
his assistant.

The space extending along the side ot the 
walls is partitioned off into a number of 
small apartments similar to the arrange- 
ment of staterooms ona steamer.

In addition to these there area number of 
double beds arranged in a row on the out- 
side, whichare occupled by two workmen 
each, who are partuers. 

There is a large cannon stove in the center

cutters, hostiers, drivers, etc. Their wages 
run from $1.50 to % per day, every man being 


employed by the hour. 


e Heman Bros. have never consented to 
be dictated to by the various trades unions 
and in consequence employ any man seeking 
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of the institutions or sekt work elsewhere. 
They are of the drifting, homeless class of 
mortals, who live from hand to mouth and 
work only when they must, 

Of the 200 men employed on an average at 
the camp. Mr. Heman says not more than 
twenty-five of them can relied onto stay 
and remain steady at their work. 

There are many others who have been 
working up there off and on since the camp 
was opened, but they are not steady work- 
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Old Water- Tower. 
They go off on their sprees and jambo- 


ers. 
rees after each pay-day, and only return 
when tha last nickel has disappeared. 

Rach man when he comes into the camp is 
furnished with bed and biankets free. 

For his board he pays $4 per week, and they 
all say they get their money’s worth. The 
cook at Heman’scampisanex-chefof the 
Southern, and piques himself cn his ability 
to put up a good, substantial meal. For 
breakfast the men have coffee, Dread and 
butter, eggs, meat of some kind and pota- 
toes. 

For dinner, soup, fresh meat, vegetables, 
several kinds; bread, butter, coffee and pud- 
ding or plies. 

At supper they are given fresh or salt meat, 
beans, potatoes, etc. 

Atonetime itwas customary to place the 
eggs on the table in large bowls and the pud- 
Ging in pans, but this custom had to de 
abandoned. One fellow ate seventeen eggs 
at breakfast and another made his dinner off 
of a large pan of pudding. So now each 
man’s portion is served separately and he 
must call for more if his appetite is not 
satiated. 

There is one policeman and occasionally 
two detailed to the camp every day and 
night, while the construction company has 
its own private watchman day and night. 

The men are permitted to amuse them- 
selves in any reasonable manner after work- 
ing hours, and frequently in the spring, 
summer and autumn one of the large cement 
houses which chances to be vacant is con 
verted into a hance-hall and a regular break- 
down Is given.

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NO SECTIONALISM. 


The admission of Arizona, New Mexico 
and Utah, which will probably be accom- 
plished this winter, will add nine votes to 
the Electoral College and seat six new 
United States Senators. 

The policy of admitting States which 
have not yet attained rank and standing 
as centers of wealth and population has 
been very seriously questioned, but the 
sentiment of the American people is so 
strong in favor of local self-government 
that Territories have as a rule been 
welcomed as soon as they desired to 
set up for themselves. There are objec- 
tions to this liberality, the chief of which 
were suggested last summer during the 
great fight against repeal. Special inter- 
qsts are very active in sparsely settled 
Territories and often, make themselves 
conspicuous and formidable in newly 
settled States. But it is doubtful 11 
their real power relative to the power 
of. the péople is any stronger in 
the mining States of the West than in 
the great manufacturing communities 
of the East. The difference seems to be 
that in the West railroad and other great 
corporations and business combinations 
are frankly ‘‘in politics’’ and buy senator- 
ships and judicial offices, while in the 
East they operate with more caution and 
reserve, but exercise just as much influ- 
ence in public affairs. 

So far as sectional considerations go 
the West and South can now dictate legis- 
lation and draw the line at the Alleghenies, 
if they please, as tightly as ever it was 
drawn along the Ohio. But no vital ques- 
tion arising out of sectional differences is 
probable. Neither the East nor the West 
has a ‘‘*peculiar institution’’ to which 
it is pledged. Future issues will be

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_, BAVAL EXPERIMENTING. 

The British Board of Admiralty has re- 
cently issued its formal report in regard 
to the loss of the Victoria. The only im- 
portant part of this report is the official 
opinion expressed that if certain port holes 
and doors had been promptly closed when 
it was evident a collision could not be 
avoided, the ship might have been taken 
to the néarest port, or at least run ashore, 
instead of sinking whén and where she 
did. 

Possibly this is true, but just as pos- 
sibly it is untrue; for naval experts of 
quite as high reputation as any on the 
board long since predicted that, through 
tertain alleged faults of design and con- 
struction, ships like the Victoria must 
inevitably capsize and goto the bottom 
almost immediately after receiving such 
an injury as the Camperdown inflicted. 
And the Victoria did capsize and go to the 
bottom in a very few minutes—thus veri- 
fying this prediction in one notable case, 
at least. 

Who shall decide when these salt-water 
doctors disagree? A question much more 
easily asked than answered; but it cer- 
tainly ought to be answered, and an au- 
thoritative decision given before we en- 
large our navy much more on the British 
lines. 

If our 8,000 and 10,000-ton‘armored ves- 
sels are liable to ‘‘turn turtle’’ and sink on 
the same provocation as did the Victoria, 
had we not better ‘‘go slow’’ until it is 
ascertained how such vessels can be kept 
afloat? Naval construction for fighting 
purposes is nowadays nothing but a series 
ofexperiments. How a first-class battle- 
ship should be built and armed soas to 
do the greatest amount of damage to the 
enemy with the least risk tothose on 
board is as yet an unsolved problem. Ex- 
periments there have been by the hun- 
dred, and the naval powersof Europe are 
constantly adding to the number, but 
an assured and generally conceded 
success there is not one.

Over in Kentucky two years ago the fa- 
ther of a poor professional man was buried. 
The bill of the‘ ‘funeral director’’ was $52. 
This bill was never paid. Recent - 
ly the young wife of this poor 
professional man died suddenly, 
only seven months after her marriage. He 
went tothe director who had buried his 
father, but the bill of $52 not having been 
paid further service was refused. Appli- 
cation was made to all the other under- 
takers, but every one declined to do any- 
thing until the bill made two years before 
should be paid. Other professional men 
then offered: to become security for the 
payment of the new bill, but as they did 
not offer to secure the old one, nothing 
could be done. Then the poor professional 
man went and got a pauper coffin, and in 
that his young wife was laid to rest. 

The course of the undertakers has been 
denounced as heartless. On their part 
they assert that their combination is ab- 
solutely necessary to save themselves 
from large losses, their business not being 
conducted on the cash system. Men have 
lost their wives and married again with- 
out remembering to pay forthe burial of 
the loved one, and nothing could be col- 
lected. 

The poor professional man will now sue 
the Funeral Directors’ Association for 
$50,000 damages, and the courts will have 
to decide whether a combination to pre- 
vent the decent burial of a man’s wife or 
child while the funeral expenses of some 
ether relative remain unpaid, is lawful or 
isa tortous abuse of the right of each in- 
dividual undertaker to reject any busi- 
ness that is offered to him.

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Exageerating the Revenue Loss. 
From THE New YORK WORLD. 

The defenders of the McKinley law add to 
their tariff-scare bugaboos an estimate“ 
that the Wilson bill would cut down the rev- 
enues $72,000,000. 

This is an obvious and ignorant exaggera- 
tion. No man can tell what the customs col- 
lections would be under stimulated importa- 
tions and an increased purchasing capacity 
among our people. Whenthe Walker tariff 
was passed in 1846 Dante! Webster proclaimed 
that a serious falling off in the Government’s 
revenue would result. Daniel was not a 
prophet. The collections for the first full 
year of the Walker tariff exceeded those of 
the last full year of the protective 
tariff of 1842 dy over $5,000,000. And at 
the end of ten years the revenue 
had increased from $26,712,000 to $64,000,000, 
and a surplus wascreatec which led to the 
passage ofa bill in 1857 by a Republican 
House—will Tom Reed please take notice?— 
to reduce the tariff, though the average duty 
was but little more than half what it now Is. 

It is undoubtedly true that the extension of 
the free list in the interest of our manufac- 
turers, wage-earners and consumers will re- 
sult in a loss of revenue. But the Demo- 
cratic party can afford to contrast its policy 
of reducing revenues by abating taxes with 
the Republican policy of reducing them by 
increasing taxes. It is better tosacrifice rey-

‘from outside intrusion which have been

gress are attracting considerable attention 
and much adverse criticism from the 
habitues of the Capitol. Many Senators also 
remark upon the regulations as unnecessary 
And objectto being put in the position of 
trying to avoid meeting the public and say 
thatthe new rules are not the result of any 
general consultation with Senators. There 
are but two elevators in the Senate wing, 
and the public is now restricted to the use of 
one of these. 

The Senate chamber, which has ever since 
its establishment deen open to visitation 
and inspection by visitors when the Senate 
was not in session, has also been closed 
against the public. The privilege of going 
upon the flcor has always been considered 
oneof the greatest which the out-of-town 
visitor could enjoy, but under the new regu- 
lations visitors will not be allowed this priv. 
llege. 

The President's room is now closed to 
visitors, except those who possess Sena- 
torial influence sufficient to have the door un- 
locked. The professed object of all this 
solicitude isto promote the business of the 
Senate and protect Senators as far as possible 
from outside intrusion while thoy are attend- 
ing to business, and, as in the case of ex- 
cluding visitors from the President’s room 
and the Senate Chamber, to prevent the 
desecration of these places by relic hunters.

Ho Lives Lost When the Second Span 
Went Down at 8:25 O'Clock Last 
Night—Believed Many of the Bodies 
Have Been ‘Carried Miles Down the 
Ohio—Casualties. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 16.—At the scene of 
yesterday’s bridge disaster everything is 
dustle and confusion this morning. General 
Foreman McKee has a large force of men at 
work and the work of taking out the dead 
will de pushed as rapidly as possible. The 
iron and timbers that cover the place are 
fully 10 feet high. The general impression 
prevails that most of the missing bodies 
were inthe water and probably are down 
over the falls. Should this be the case, if 
they do not find lodgment on the Island or at 
the Portland dike, they may de recovered 
miles down the river. 

AS was stated last night, there was no lives 
lost when the second span went down at 
8:25. The only person near it when it col- 
lapsed was the watchman, and he left a short 
time before it tell. The span was 500 feet long 


This span was 500 feet long and the tron- 
work was 84 high. The entire metwork of 
iron and steel now lies upon the bottom of 
the river, forty feet below the surface. 

The injurea men have been given a whole 
ward intbe new partof the City Hospital. 
Coroner McCullough will make an immediate 
investigation. The Coroner at Jeffersonville 
isto attend to the cases at Jeffersonville.

Mr. M. J. Milliken, superintendent of erec- 
tion for the company, says: The wind dia 
it. We always contemplate wind pressure, 
and brace forit apart from the support of 
the lead line; but this gale was too much for 
us. Ihave no idea when work will be re- 
sumed, We shall care for the dead and dying 
before planning further.’’ 

Supt. Kirby of the bridge company says: 
The last span that fell was weakened by 
the fall of the other, and the gust of heavy 
wind didthe rest. of course I cannot tell 
how great the damage is and how much can 
be saved, but we wil manage to get a great 
deal of it out all right.’ 

George Lacompte’s name has been added 
to the list of missing. 

The loss to the bridge company is estimated 
at 8160, 000 outside of the loss incurred for in- 
surance on the dead men. Most of them had 
their lives insured for various amounts. 

Reports from the hospital state that the 
injured men are doing as well as could be 
expected under the circumstances and that 
no new deaths have occurred.

Tom Kelly has received a very interesting 
letter from Billy Woods, the noted Denver 
heavyweight. Woods witnessed Champion 
Jim Corbett’s undecisive battle with Peter 
Jackson, May 21, 1891, at San Francisco, and, 
while he believes Corbett is a great fighter, 
he does not think the big Californian is going 
to have a soft mark before him when he en- 
counters Charley Mitchell next month. 
Speaking of the Corbett-Jackson fight in his 
letter to Kelly Woods says: It was a mighty 
clever exhibition upto the thirty-fifth round, 
with the honors slightly in Jackson’s favor. 
After this round, both principals commenced 
to get weary of the long struggle and the 
affair became very tiresome. Corbett was 
worn out from running around the ring, and 
the big colored Australian from endeavoring 
to catch him. Corbett never lead once dur- 
ing the contest, and towards the wind-up 
both men walked around the ring without 
making an effort to fight. No matter what 
the newspapers said, Jackson did all the 
fighting and always held the center of the 
ring. Every fair minded and unprejudiced 
admirer of Corbett that witnessed the battle 
will agree with me inthis respect. Iam not 
trying the beiittle the champion, for he 1s 
one of the cleverest heavyweights the world 
has ever produced. He is, however, I must 
confess,a weak puncher, but noman can 
defeat him if he choosesto shift around and 
avoid fighting. Jackson isa mighty clever 
man himself inthis respect, but he was un- 


able to corner Corbett.

**Daylight, candlelight or dark, it’s all 
one to me,’’ said Charley Mitchell, when 
asked what he thought of the proposition to 
bring off the fight between himself and Cor- 
bettinthe daytime. ‘‘What suits Corbett 
will suit me, continued Mitchell. There 
is only one thing really necessary and that 
is that we shall fight. That is absolutely 
necessary, don’t you know?’’ Mitchell says 
that he now weighs about 180 pounds and 
that he expects to enter the ring with Cor- 
bett at from 178 to 175 pounds. He thinks he 
is doing very good training now and resents 
the advice of people who, he says, would 
like to see him fastened onto the bark end of 
acart all day long. These people have 
done so much fighting,’’ said Mitchell, that 
they must know more about it than I, and, of 
course, they know more about how I should 
train than I do myself. And then they have 
so much more to lose than Ihave, don’t you

$371.50 Interest. 


SHE IS STILL HELD DEBTOR FOR 
THE PRINCIPAL, 


Application for a Temporary Injunction 
to Restrain Money Lenders From Fore- 
closing on Her Property—Alleged 
Charge of 48 Per Cent Per Annum in 
Interest. 


On application of Mary A. Smythe, vudge 
Klein to-day granted a temporary injunc- 
tion to restrain John W. Staley, the Collat- 
eral Loan Co. and James R. Kinealy from 
levying upon her property. The petition 
which Mrs. Smythe’s attorney read in his 
application for the injunction, set fortha 
pecullar case of usury. 

BORROWED $300, PAID $371.50 INTEREST. 

The plaintiff? alleged that on 
Sept. 3, 1891, she borrowed 
$300 from the Collateral Loan Co., and has 
since paid $371.50 on the debt, yet the defend- 
ant claims that she isindebtedto him for 
the original princlpal at the rateof 48 per 


cent per annum. Sshe contracted the 
debt in 1891, she alleges, by  hav- 
ing John W. Staley take a $200 
mortgage on her personal property. 


In addition she borrowed $100, and thus be- 
came obligated to him in the sum of $800. In 
payment she gave a promissory note for $360, 
payable to the Staley Financial Co., in five 
monthly installments of $10 each, except the 
last installment, due March 1, 1892, which 
was to be $310. 

She gave a mortgage on her personal prop- 
erty as security for the note. The petition 
sets forth that the $60 added to the face of 
the note in excess of the amount of money 
paid out by Staley was interest on the $300 at 
the rate of # per cent per annum. 


Overand above this exorbitant rate Mrs. 
Smythe was charged 8 per cent per annum. 


LIST OF PAYMENTS. 


She paid six installments, amounting to 
$60, and interest, leaving due But when 
the note fell due, Mrs. Smythe alleges, Staley 
demanded $310 and threatened to sell out her 
property unless she paid it. To avoid this 
misfortune she executed on March 7, 1892, 
a second promissory note for 891. 5, at the 
rate of 8 per cent, in monthly installments of 
$15,up to Dec. 16, 1892, and a final installment 
of $256.25 on Jan. 16, 1898. Mrs. Smythe paid 
$150 in these installments andat the matur- 
ity of the final one Staley, she al- 
leges, demanded 8241.23 and made a 
second threat to levy on her property, 
unless she executed another note at the rate 
of 48 per cent, for $287, payable in five 
monthly installments of $15 each and a final
